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THE DANCE OF DEATH. 


VIEWS OF BAV. J. 2. LEFIWITOCH. 
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The Assembiy Condemess the Social 
Dance in esill its Three Deliver 
@k Ces.

Editors Constitution: GaNTLEMEN— 
In my last article, I showed that in its delivers 
arce at Macon, in 1865—tho first of three deliv- 
erances on Canciug--ihe assembly performed 
the fol'!owing official «cts: 

1. In the exercise of its jadicial authority, the 
assembly condemn @ the dancing ‘“ usual in 
cur best society,"’ (*) on the general ground 
“that the tenor of thw teachings of the Scrip- 
tares, and of our own standards, isin direct op 
posi'ion to this s cial usege;”’ ard (b) on the spe- 
cial ground that this amusement is so mani- 
festly a sinful conformity to the world, that even 
*men of the world with one consent, agree 
that it is inconsistent with the nature of the 
C ristian profession tor members of the church 
to engage in the cance.”’ 

2. In the «xercise of its powers, executive as 
weil as judicial, the assembly (a) instruc ed 
members of the church to conform to the above 
deci:ion; and (b) ministers and sessions, after 
failing to correct the <vil by‘ affectionate and 
faithful instruction trom the pulpit, as weil ar 
in private;’’ by admonition, snd by euch other 
measures as Chrirtian pruderce may dictate, 
then *‘to proceed to such methods of discipline 
as shall separate from the church those who 
love the world, aud practice conformity thereto 
rather than to the law of Christ,’’ 

I may be mistaxen in my opinion, but viewed 
in the light of Webster's definition—as ‘‘a rule 
of action pr.tciibed for the government of a 
church’’—I confess that the above deliverance 
locks very much like ‘ecclesiastical law.’’ 
Hurrying on through the minutes of the ar- 
sembly, I reach: rext the deliv 
erance of the assembly, at Mobile, in 
the year 69. Here again, we hear defendant 
proclaiming, ‘*Tbhe deliverances of the assembly 
should speak for themselves, and lam unwil- 
ling for any map s Gonstruction of them to be 
substituted for them as a guide for this world.” 
And here again we see the defendant pocket- 
ing the document, aud proceeding to give the 
public hisown construction. If according to 
conjecture, he suppressed the deliverance of 
65 because it was regarded as too long to be 
published; perhaps he now snppresses the de- 
liverancs of ‘69 because he regardsit as too 
short. All that be tells usin reference to this 
testimony is that ‘'It urged the exercise of dis- 
cipline against ‘‘promiscuous dancings’’ and 
nothing more.” Why now thas “couch and 
go’’ at this,one of the main strategic points 
in this discussion? Was it or was it not 
for the reason that theman who suddenly 
finds himself, torch in hand, in the midst 
ofamag*zine of powder, quie ly, but without 
undue dl y, migrates to move talubrious 
climes ? 

Now it is due to this neglected testimony that 
it should be tpread before the eye of the pub ic, 
tLat the world may huve an opportunity to dete:- 
mine its bearings cn th!a controversy. 

Rev. Dr. Dabney addressed an overture tv 
the assemb'y asking it to direct al! its moral anc 
spiritual powers to effectual'y causing all ci urch 
sessions aud fpresbyteries to enforce the disci; « 
lize provided in our ccnstitution ag-inst « fences 
ingeneral and ag: inet these three evils in parti- 
cular. 

(a.) Confcrmity te d'seipatd and lascivious 
amus« men’s of the world, 

(o.) Intemperance. 

(c.) Relaxed expedients for evading pecuniary 
obligations . ow perjnitted by the legislation of 
\be country. 

The cor mittee, to whcm the 
paper was referred reported, recommending the 
following answer, which, if lam not mistaken, 
was unanimour!y edopted: 

“That the essemmbly would, in hearty re- 
sponse to the second suggestion of this over~ 
ture, earnestly and solemnly enjoin upon a'l the 
eessiors and ,resbyieries under iis care, the ab- 
solute necessity of «nforciug the discipline pro- 
vided in our consti(ution against offenses; ux- 
der the word cffenses, including attendance by 
our members upon theatrical exhibitions and 
performances, and promiscuous dancings; 
against intemperance, and against availing 
themselves of the expedients for evading peca~ 
niary obligations, sow permitted by the legis/a- 
tion of the country. 

Let us now aia! ye this deliverance : 

1 What does the assembly do? 't does no* 
advises it does not recommend, it enjoins. 


2 How does the assembly enjoin? Netear- 
nestiy merely, not solemnly merely, but ‘‘ea7- 
nestly and solemmly."’ 


8. Whom does tiie assembly enjoin? Not the 
sessions merely, not the Presbyleries merely 
but “‘allthe seasions and Presbyterics under its 
care.’’ 

4. What does the assemb'yenjoin? Not the 
expediency, net the importance, but the ‘‘ne- 
ceasity”’-- and ‘‘the absolute necessity of enforc- 
ing the disc’pline provided in our constitution 
against offenses.” 

5. What does the assembly include under the 
word offenses’ ‘Attendance on theatrical ex- 
hibitions and performances, pro.niscuous danc” 
ing, intemperance, e'c.”” 

Or to put the matter in enother form, the 
assembly (1) in its judicial caracity 
condemned atten jance at the theatre and pro- 
miscuous dancinge as offenses, The assembly 
(2) in its capacity, executive as well as judi- 
cial, earnestiy and solemnly enjoined on a), 
the sessions and presbyteries under its care, the 
absolute necessity of enforcing the discipline 
provided in our constitution against these offen- 
ses. If these decisions of the supreme court 
of our church, have not the nature and force 
of law, then the sooner that body dissolves, 
and ite farcical proceedings, its moot court cp- 
perations are stopped, the better for the church 
and for the world. 

At length the defendant reaches the last of 
the three deliverances—that of the ascembly at 
New Orleans, May 1875. Here again we hear 
him shout ‘‘Let the deliverances of the assem. 
bly speak for themselves” And here again, see 
him hide the paper out our of sight. Ifthe 
deliverance of 65 was suppressed 
for the reason that it was too long, and the de- 
liverance of ‘69 was suppresed for the reason 
that it was too sort, then doubtless, the deliver- 
ance of '77 is suppressed for the reason that it is 
neither too long nor too short. 

I mean to follow the rule which he states 
but does not illustrate, ‘‘and let the deliver- 
ances speak for themse!ves,”’ 


On the deliverance of 69, as on the disc of the 
sun, there was one opaque spot, It was the 
word ‘‘promiscucus.” This ambiguous term 
was, to timid seseions and to worldly churches, 
as “the shadow of a great rock in a weary 
land."’ Here was a word whose depths no line. 
could fathom. All could see that the word 
meant ‘“‘mized,’’ according to Webster, but as 
to what were the ingredients of this 
naughty mixture, none were wise 
enough to tell. Some said that the assembly 
meant to condemn the mixing of square and 
round dances, Uthers declared that the agscra- 
bly meant io condemn the mixing of private 
parties and public balls. Of course, according 
to these conjectures, if men would confine them- 
selves to squire dances to the exclusicn of 
round, or to round dances to the exclusion of 
square—or to privaté parlors to the exclusion of 
public balls, or to public balls to the exci usion 
of private pariors, all would be well. It was 
this mixine of things that ought to be kept sep. 
erate, this confusion in ma.ters that ought to 
be done dccentiy and in order, that was griev. 
ing the hearia of the weak brethren, pro- 
yoking the seer men of the worid, 
and calling forth the dellverancen of 
the awembly. There were some, however, 
who as they locked back, and saw that Miriam 
danced with the maidens by the sea, and that 
David danced with the men before the ark, and 
then looked sroudd and saw our modern 
Mariams dancing, not with the maidens but 
with the men, and our modern Davids dancing 
not with the men but with the maidens were 
absurd enough to venture the opinion that 


 e'00d the word, stolid and mysterious as the 
face of the Sphinx, as little comprehended 
when last uttered in the year 1869, by the as- 
sembly at Mobile, as when first uttered in the 
#ame connection, in the year 1694, by the as 
sem biy of the Church of Scotland. 

At leng'h it «ccurred to the presbytery of At. 
lanta that the aesemb'y which bad power to 
ereate such darsness might «leo heve the power 
‘© create light. Accordingly, with an imperti- 
nence, equaled only by thatof Dr. Ross in send- 
(ng up the overture of °65,and by that of Dr. 
Dabney in seuding up the overture of (9, the 
pieabytry seut up the overture of '77. In re- 
spect to the dead we, bow in the presence of the 
maxim, ‘“‘Nij nisi bonum de mortuis;”’ but a 
living presbyte:y cannot escape uuder this 
thleld. The cause of truth and justice rm quires 
that the act by which it has rendered iweif ir- 
fumour, shoul be published to the church aud 
tuthe world. Here it is: 

‘The presbytery of Atlanta would respect- 
fully overture the general assem bly to interpret 
the law of the church against wordly amuse- 
menis, es mt forth in the deliverances of 1365 
and 1569 in the following particulars : 

1. ‘Does the law forb:d card- playing for pur- 
poses of amusement, or for purposes cf gam- 
bling merely 7 

2. “Does it forbid dancing, or only promiscu~ 
ous dancing f 
8. “If the iatier only, to what accident of the 
dance does the word ‘promi:cuous’ refer? 
Does the law forLid the round dances merely as 
distinguished from the square, or Gaucing at a 
public ball as distingushed fom dancing at a 
private house, or the mingling of the males and 
f-males in this amusement, for the rezson, 
ainong others, that in such cases the dence has 
& tendency to ir fluence the l!ceu tious passion:?’, 
To these questions the assembly returned the 
fallowing xpswers: 

1. “The ass mbly has uciformly discouraged 
aod condemri:i the modern dance in all its 
orms as tending toevil, whether practiced in 
public balls cr private parlors. 

2. Some forms of this amusement are more 
mischievous than oth3rs—the round dance than 
the rqnere, the public ball than the private 
parlor; but allare evil and should be discoun- 
tenanced. 

8 The extentofthe mischief done depends 
largely upon circumstances. The church ses- 
sion is therefore the only court competent to 
judge what remedy to app'y ; but the assembly 
being persuacied tbat in most Cases it ie the re- 
sult of thoughtlessness or ignorance, recom- 
mends great patience in dealing with those who 
offend in this way.’’ 

These deliverances contain the following 
propositions : 
1, The assembly condemns, and always has 
condemned the modern dance in all its forms as 
an offense, and as a mischievous offense. 

2. Th'sistrueof the modern dance in a'l its 
forms, whether ‘quare or round. ard in all 
places, wiletherat pudlic balle, or in private 
parlors. 

8. The ground of this condemnation is that it 
is evi’, and te: ds to evil. 

4. The mirchief done varies according to 
circunitta” ces, 

5. As 'he variable evil is to be visited witha 
variable penaity, the church session, as the cn'y 
court so situat d as tob2 competent to Ceter- 
mine the « ffense, is the ouly court competent to 
determine the remedy. 

6. The a-sembly pocing persuaded that Chris- 
tians usualy fance only through ignorance or 
thoughtlesene:#, would recommend great pa- 
tience in dealing with those who cffend inthis 
wey. 

7. [tisclearly implied that those who sin not 
ignOrantly but with full knowledge, not heed- 
lessiy but with mature deliberation, have no 
claim to such clemency. 

And now that all the deliverances cf the as- 
sembly on this subject are before us, we are pre 
pared to grasp and follow the Ariadne clew 
throwa to ua by the defendant namely, that to 
give a deliverance ‘‘a fair and just construction, 
it should be considered in connection with all 
the other deliverances touching tais subject ”’ 
He who would know what a rainbow is must not 
confine his eye to the blue, or the green, or the 
purple mereiy, but must embrace in one col- 
lective view all the colors that make up its 
belt. And so to ascertain the miud of the 
church, we rust gather up and harmonise its 
scattered ull¢rances. 

Now bear in mind the following points: 

1. That the deliverance of '77 wasa reply on 
the partof ihc assembly t> questions asked by 
the presbytery of Atlanta. 

2. That these questions were asked in pursuit 
of light on poinis that were said to be obscure in 
the deliverances of 65 and ’69. — 

8. That ‘he great question was what did the as- 
sembly mvar. to forbid Sin those deliverances 
d:- ncing or only promiscuous dancing. 

4. That tae specific reply was that the assem- 
bly had uniformly condemned dancing in all its 
forms,whether square or round, in public balls 
or private parlors. 

Mark the language, the assembly has wniform- 
ly condemned. The word uniform meaus inva- 
riable. The assembiy declares that it has uni- 
formly, invarlably concemned the modern 
danve in ail its forms. 

The presbytery asks, Whatdid you mean to 
condemn in your testimony of ’65? The as- 
semb!y replics, **‘ The modern dance in all its 
forms, whether square or round, in private par, 
lors or in public halls.’’ 

The preebytery asks, What did you mean to 
condemn in your deliverance of ‘68? The 
assembly answers again the *‘ modern dance in 
all its forms, whether equare or round, in pub- 
lic ‘halls or private parlors.” The assembly 
condemns the dancein ail forms in ‘77, and 
says, this 's no new thing; we but utter afresh 
the testimonies of ’65-'69; the assembly has 
uniformly condemned, etc., e'c. The last de- 
liverance settles the sense of the church not 
only in ’77, butin ’65and 69 as well, For the 
church, through its highest court, dec'ares not 
onl& that it condemns, but has unéilormly, inva- 
riably condemned. 

The facts as they lie inthe mind of the 
defendant, and the facts as tney lie in the 
mind of the assembly, are as far apartas the 
poles, 

The defendant declsres ‘‘there is no deliver. 
ance of the assembly forbiding the social 
dance at # private house. 

‘rhe assembly declares that in every testimo- 
ny which it has made, it has condemned the 
sorial dances at a private house. 

The defendant says the assembly has never 
pronounced ‘‘dancing ata private house as an 
offence,”’ 

The assembly affirms thatin every utterance 
which it has given on the subject, it has de- 
clared the sccial dance, at a private house, an 
offence. 

The cGefendant says that the assembly has 
never said that the social dance ought to be 
disciplined. 

The assembly declares that in the testimony otf 
65, it urged the duty, andin the testimony of 
69, it urged the absolute necessity, of enforcing 
the discipline against those who indulged in 
thisamusement. And yet the defendant con- 
tinues to protest. ‘‘I have violated no law of 
the church.’”’” Iam unablic to see that I did 


anything wrong.”

With your permission, I 
propese to show how Tus Constrtv- 
TION has misrepresented Mr. Hiil from 
his first interview on the subject to the 
present time, and how he has not 
modified his opinions, but has conten- 
ded all the time for the amendments to 
the Bland bil! which passed the senate, 
I propose to prove these two assertions 
by Senator Hiil’s own utterances. Tux 
Const vTION has misrepresented Sen- 
ator Hill in two positions: Ist. It hes 
repeated!y and uniformly asserted that 
be was opposed to the recoinage of ail 
ver. 2d. ft has in the same positive 
manner, assumed that he wasin favor 
of payipg the bonds in gold alone. 
Every reader of Tus Constitution for 
the last month, will admit that these 
two propositiors are correctly stated. 
Now, I will show how utterly without 
foundation, in fact, these two represen- 
tations have been, and when I have 
done so, I expect, from the well known 
candor and manlinessof Tux Const- 
TUTION, to see it admit ite error and do 
sitaple justice toa gentleman who has 
been cruelly and causelessly abused in 
the house of his friends. Now, tothe 
first position—“that he was opposed to 
the recoinage of silver.” His inter- 
view, letters and speeches all show 
that he has been a warm advocate of 
the restoratior of the silver dollar, and 
that too of 4124 grains. 

In his first interview, publiehed in 
Tus CcnstiTtvuTion December 30th, 
1877, we find this language, “It is im~ 
portant, firet, to determine what is 
meant by the silver bill. ‘f you mean 
by the silver bill, a proposition to ad~ 
just the weight and fineness of the sil 
ver dollar, so,as to make the standard 
dollar equal to the gold in_ real value, 
and if you mean to keep the coinage of 
silver well reguiated and guarded, and 
under the constant control of the gov- 
ernment, there may be no objection to 
such @ proposition. But if you mean 
by the silver bill to make that amount 
of silver which is worth 90 cents cr 92 
cents by declaration of congress to bea 
‘dollar, and you mean to make such @ 
coinage free and unlimited, then I say 
to you frankly, it will never receive my 
support.” 

In his letter to Hon. Henry Hillyer, 
of Jenuary 234, read to the hard 
money meeting, and published by 
THz ConsTITITUTION January 29th, he 
says, “I am warmly in favor oi resto-~ 
ring silver to the coinage, but I want 
an honest dollar. I desire to see sil- 
ver and gold and paper io circulation, 
but I want such to be equal tothe 
best.”’ Now, let us take his 
speeches made on this subject in the 
senate. He has made only two—one 
January 26 h,the other February 8th. 
In the first, he says, “I believe that 
the proper remonetization of silver 
vould be of great advantage to the 
country at this time. It would aid re- 
sumption, aidina return to specie 
payment. I believe the silver dollar 
can be made equal to the gold dollar 
in enyone of three ways: Ist. By in- 
creasing the weight of the silver dollar; 
2d. By limiting the coimage as in 
France; 34. Bv limiting .ts legal ten- 
der po« er.” In bis last speech, when 
he dehenaied at length his positions, 
and which the friends of Mr. Hi!l would 
like very much for ‘lus ConsTITUTION 
to publish in fall, he gaye, “1 favor 
the remonetization of silver. I think 
its remonetization would be wise and 
proper in the present condition of the 
country. But, Mr, President, I cannot 
support the bill before the senate, in 
t e shape it came to us from the house. 
I believe that if the bill shall pass un- 
amended, it wil: enrich a few individu- 
als; it will give wo relief to the fluan- 
cial embarrassments of the country; it 
will confuse values, prolong the present 
painful uncertainties of business, in- 
crease the want of confidence which is 
con. .racting the circulation of money, 
will necessitate early additional legisla- 
tion, and will finaliy take ite place in 
history as the pickpocket bill of Amer- 
ican legislation. 

“On the otber hand, I believe a few 
amendments te this bill will avert all 
these evils, will secure an addition to 
the limited currency of the country, 
and will restore confidence, and aid ix 
the work of resumption.” Now what 
were these amendments that would 
work this good and avert these evils? 
First, Mr. H:ll objected to the free 
coinage feature that was stricken oat. 
Second, Mr. Hiil objected to unlimited 
coinsge; that was amended. Third, 
Mr. Hill opposed the increase in the 
weight of the silver dollar as impracti- 
cabie, without concert of action with 
other nations. Both these views were 
adopted in the bili as it passed the sen- 
ate. Mr. Hill further favored limiting 
the legal tender of the silver dollar to 
$200, but he stated that he was willing 
to yield this point if the other amend- 
ments were secured. So it appears 
that the senate bill included every po- 
sition advocated by Mr. Hill, except 
one, and that one he was willi 
yield to get the others. In view of 
these facts, can any one pretend that 
Mr. Hill has modified his opinions ; or 
can any one justify the attacks made 
on him bythe press?

MUNIOiPAL DEBT COMPROMISES. 

The scaling down process has ex- 
tended from state to municipal indebt- 
edness. Montgomery has just succeed- 
ed in settling her debt on the basis of 
75 cents in the dollar—in other words, 
she has reduced her bonded debt from 
$549,600 to $345,000—the new bonds 
having thirty years to run and bearing 
only three per cent interest during the 
first five years, four percent during the 
next five years, and five per cent for the 
remaining twenty years. The original 
rate of interest was eight per cent. 
Montgomery should be able to carry 
her debt on the new basis. She has 
driven a sharp bargain with her credi- 
tors. Vicksburg has done even “‘petter;” 
for she has secured,a compromise upon 
a basis of 65 cents in the dollar, with 
bonds running fifty years at five per 
cent interest. Other cities will doubt- 
less join the procession. There is one, 
however, that will pay her debt in full, 
both principal and interest, and that 
city is a scuthern city. Modesty fore 
bids further particularization. 


SANATOR HILL AGAIN. 
A friend of Senator Hill explains his 
position on the silver bill in a commu- 
nication in anotber column, and shows 
how he has been misrepresented by 
Tus ConstTitoTiIon—and, further, that 
he has not changed front on the ques- 
tion since the bill passed.

Cresencio Fulano in E] Paso county in capturing 
the town and shooting Howard and several 
Texas rangers is beginning to produce good 
fruit. Since that glorious triamph of the Mexi- 
can army, the raids from Texas have entirely 
ceased. United Sates forces no longer scout 
even in the uninhabited and anexplored portion 
of Mexico; and the Washington authorities will 
doubtiess punish severely any reckless A meri- 
can officer who repeats these harmless raids. 

If further evidence is needed that the Wash- 
ington authorities have been awed into submis- 
sion by our vigorous policy of aggression, it is 
to be found in the telegram from General Pope 
to his superior officer at Chicago, in which he 
says virtually that no Texas rangers should be 
allowed on the Rio Grande. These Texas troo:s 
are obnoxious to the government, and the tele- 
gram of Genera! Pope was inepired at our own 
capital. As long as the Washington authorities 
are animated by these friendly sentiments, our 
voice is also for peace.

The section of the silver bill that 
enables any hulder of the new dollars 
to deposit the same in the treasury in 
sums not less than ten dollars and ree 
ceive certificates therefor which shall 
be receivable for customs, taxes and 
other public dues, is approved by even 
the enemies of the bill in general. It 
creates a new kind of paper money 
redeemable in silver, to the extent of 
not less than two millions dollars a 
month. Tne certificates are to be 
reissued when received for customs or 
other public dues. 

The strictions of the senate bill de- 
prive the people however of any im- 
mediate good effects of remonetization. 
The amount of silver coin is closely 
limited by it, and the silver certificates 
must await the slow processes of the 
mints. If the bill provided for the 
issue of the certificates upon the de- 
posit ot the bullion for coinage, the 
whcle country would promptly feel the 
benefits of remonetization. The relief 
would be almost instantaneous. As the 
bill stands we shall not soon see the 
new dollars. They will be in demand 
for customs. The importers will take 
every one of them until their value be- 
comes equal to that of the gold dollar. 
The restrictions of the senate bill will 
doubtless increases the price of the 
new dollars in the immediate future, 
but they will not at the same time give 
relief to business, and will leave un- 
coined a large quantity of bullion that 
cannot share in the increased value of 
the new coin. As we cannot have the 
Bland bill, pure and simple, the next 
best thing would be an amendment au- 
thorizing the issue of silver certificates 
upon the deposit of bullion for coinage. 
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THE NALIONAL COMMITTEE. 

The next meeting of the demucratic 
national committee will be heldin May, 
and when it meets there will be no 
manifestation of the numerous dissatis~ 
factions which the republican journals 
have manufaciured. There will be no 
such manifestation, because there are 
no dissensions in the party over any 
party question. The currency issue 
has split both parties square through 
the middle, and it isin no sense a party 
question. Neither party cao afford to 
treat it as such. It may be said to be 
above party, or perhaps it may be said 
to be a sectional question—at any rate, 
itis not an issue upon which the two 
great parties of the country can or will 
divide. Each in its national platform 
will indulge in glittering generalities 
carefully worded for the purpose of 
keeping within the party traces alike 
its “ gold bugs” snd its “‘ repudiators.”’ 
The creditor and the debtor class will 
be left free to fight out the currenc 
questions to the bitter end. 
Among the numberless rumors set 
afloat by unscrupulous journals of the 
radical persuasion is one to the effect 
that Senator Barnum will be requested 
at the May meeting to step down and 
out, on account of his anti-silver views. 
Nothing of the kind will be thought of. 
When Mr. Hewitt resigned the chair» 
manship of the committee, Mr. Barnum 
was put in his place at the solicitation 
of the western members of the com- 
mittee, every one of whom isan ardent 
advocate of silver. Messrs. Eaton, of 
Kansas; Priest, of Missouri, and 
Thompson, of Ohio, were strong advo- 
cates of his election. He was unani« 
mously elected, and he wiil be unani- 
mously retained. 


THE NEW EDUCATION BILL. 
The sub-committee on education, 
composed of Messrs. Loring, Bell, Has- 
kell, Manning, of Mississippi, and Wil- 
lis, of Kentucky, have agreed upena 
bill, to be reported at an early day, of 
very great importance to the southern 
states. Its principal features provide 
that the proceeds of all the government 
lands sold after June 1, 1878, shall be 
distributed.to the states in proportion 
to illiteracy of population. This for the 
fi~st five years. After that period, by 
which time it is believed a thorough 
common school system will be firmly 
estabiished, the p.oceeds of said sales 
are to be turned into bonds, the bonds 
pro-rated on the same conditions, and 
the accruing interest to be applied for 
educational purposes. Owing to the ex- 
cess of the negroes, the ratio of illitera- 
cy in the cotton states will entitle those 
states to a large share of this revenue.

PRECAUTIONS 


AGAINST 
FEVER. 


A yellow feyer convention is to say 
the least a novelty. One has just met 
and adjour.ed at Jacksonville. The 
object was to consider the matter of a 
uniform system of quarautine, and to 
take steps to prevent the introduction 
of disease into southern cities. There 
were delegates present from Norfolk, 
Charleston, Beaufort, Port Royal, 8a- 
vannab, Brunswick, Darien, St. Mary’s, 
Fernandina, St. Augustine, Cedar Keys, 
Pensacola and Jacksonville. Among 
the delegates were some of the most 
prominent southern medical men. 
Resolutions were adopted to the effect 
that a uniform and efficient system and 
guaranties should be adopted 
and administered by the netional 
government, A committee was ap- 
pointed to proceed to Washington and 
present a memorial to congress. A 
resolution recommending that no vessel 
from a port where yellow fever usually 
exists be allowed to enter southern 
ports during the summer season, was 
laid on the table. The matter of disin- 
fectants,was discussed at length, and a 
general plan for disinfecting vessels 
and cities adopted. A resolution was 
adopted that the secretary of state be 
requested to instruct consuls of foreign 
ports of commerce to report weekly the 
condition of their respective ports, and 
that this information be furnished to 
the sanitary, boards of southern cities. 
The convention then adjourned to meet 
in February next, at Savannah. 

This convention was held none too 
soon. The proximity of our South At 
lantic coast to Havana renders precau~ 
tionary measures extremely important, 
There is no doubt of the fact that all 
the epidemics which have prevailed 
south of Norfolk since the war can be 
traced directiy to Havana. The germ 
of the disease in each instance came 
from that city, and the want of proper 
sanitary precautions did the rest. The 
action of the Jacksonville. convention 
should arouse the authorities of every 
town on the coast below Norfolk toa 
full appreciation of the situation.

He was instruct- 
ed to yote against the president's. nominations, 
against the United States bank, against the 
revenue and treasu:y bills, against the bankrupt 
law and the public iand law. In short, he was 
instrucied to abandon the political par.y with 
which he was acting, pretty much as if the dem- 
ocratic legislature of New York had attempted 
to instruct Mr. Conkling out of the republican 
party. Mr. Berrien resisted, and the political 
complexion of the next legislature being 
changed, he was sustained in so doing We 
repeat, however, that on a special question, in 
which politics were not involved, and on which 
the people were determinedly planted, it has 
been generally considered that the state bad the 
right to instruct her senators.

The bil! charges that, on the 22d of 
August, 1875, the parties entered into 
an agreement to furnish the defendant 
certain machinery, as set forth in a 
schedule attached to the contract, for 
manufacturing cotton, and the detend- 
ant agreed, on the delivery of the ma 
chinery, to make its not sfor the price, 
to-wit : about one hundredand fourteen 
thousand dollars, payable one-tenth on 
tie 15th January, 1876, and tive per 
cen. of the whole payable 15'h every 
uiopth thereafter until, and inclusive 
of, 15th July, 1877, in all nineteen 
notes, with interest from the date of 
the bills of lading. It was stipulated in 
the agreement that, notwithstanding 
the giving of the notes, the title to the 
machinery should remain in the Low- 
ell machine shop urtil all the notes 
were paid. It was further stipulated, 
that on failure to pay any or all of said 
notes, the complainant should have the 
right to enter the premises of the de-~ 
fendant, and take possession of and re- 
move said machinery without legal 


process. 

The bill then charges that, on the lst 
of January, 1877, the parties entered 
into a second agreement, referring in 
terms to the agreement of August 22d 
1876, and describing it. The secon 
agreement then set forth that all the 
machinery had been delivered, and in 
addition, under the same terms, other 
machinery (set forth in a schedule), 
amounting in all to, with the first lot, 
about one hundred and nineteen thou~ 
sand dollars ;that the notes provided for 
in the first agreement had been made 
and delivered, and that the property 
included in the second agreement, 
should be held on the same 
terms as provided in the first egrees 
ment, with the same right as to it in the 
complainant as was stipulated in the 
first agreemen‘, as the property de~ 
scribed in the first agreement. The 
agreements provided that the defend- 
ant should keep the property insured 
for the benefit of thecomp!ainant. The 
agreements provided that the defend 
ant should have the right to use the 
machinery until demanded, after the 
non-payment of any of the notes. 

The bill alleged that when the first 
note became due, it was not paid, but 
protested; that the complainant sent 
out an egant to look afteg the matter, 
and defendant then recognized com- 
plainant’s right to remove, and then 
agreed and pledged that if- the com- 
plainant would not exercise its rights 
to demand and remove the machinery, 
the defendant would not use it, but 
take good care of it until it paid all that 
was due, the complainant, trusting to 
this pledge, did not remove the machi- 
nery, but left it in charge of defendant; 
that as the other notes fell due they 
were not paid, but protested; that coms 
plainant, still trus ing tothe promise of 
defendant,and boping it would succeed 
in raising the money to pay, still re- 
frained irom making the demand, as 
stipulated in the contract; that, subse 
quentiy the parties entered into an- 
other agreement, of date 15th No- 
vember, 1877, by which it was arranged 
that if defendant would, on the 25th of 
January, 1878, pay to the complainant 
ihe first two notes, with interest and 
protest feeson all the notes then due, 
and pay off all the mortgages and liens 
on its property, and other debts it 
owed, the complainant would give time 
on its debt, give up the oth »r seventeen 
notes, take new ones due at different 
dates, ranging from date up to July, 
1884, and the defendant should give the 
complainant a mortgage on its real es- 
tate and machinery other than com~ 
p'ainant’s for the security of the last 
nine notes; that this third agreement 
stipulated that the complainant should 
have the frame rights ¢@ to taking pos- 
session, etc., on the failure to pay any 
or all of the new notes, and the defend- 
ant took the same duties and 
obligations as to insurance, etc; that 
this third ageement stipulated that 
the defendant would not use the maa 
chinery until it had fully performed it 
by paying the mortgages, the liens and 
other debts, paying the complainant 
the first two notes, and giving the 
mortgage, as stipulated; and that if de- 
fendant failed to perform this last 
agreement, then the rights of the par- 
ties should stand as though it had net 
been made, and the agreement be void. 

The bil charged that, on the 25th of 
January, the complainant was here, 
ready and willing to perform, on its 
part, and so informed defendant, and 
that defendant failed and refused to 
perform, on its part, and that it so in- 
formed complainant’s agent.

The fire was 
discovered to be 'n the splendid brick 
warehouse on West Broad street, and 
occupying the biock bounded by 
Orange, Pineand Ann streets, in which 
was stored a large amount of cotton. 
The fire was burning quite briskly 
when the department reached the 
scene, andina few moments after. 
ward broke out from the roof and illu- 
minated the entire horizon. The fire- 
men got quickly to work, and the bat- 
tle commenced. The fire had the ac.- 


cendancy, however, and ates by 
a stiff breeze, increased rapidly and 
fiercely, and it was not long ere the 
conviction was forced upun the hun~« 


dreds of spectators who been attracted] 


to the scene that the greater por- 
tion, if not the entire warehouse, was 
doomed to destruction. In an iucredi- 
bly short time the entire interior of the 
western side of the warehouse (wbich 
isin the shape of an ell) fronting on 
Orange street, was a brosd expanse of 
flame, presenting a sight that is rarely 
seen in a lifetime. For a brief period 
the eastern portion of the warehouse 
separated from the other by a brick 
wall with cnly one arch in the centre 
as an entrance, escaped the flames, and 
it was thought that had the doors been 
opened some of the cotton stored on 
that side could have been removed. 
The rapid progress of the fire and the 
myriads of sperks which were falling in 
every direction, i: the Opinion of the 
chief fireman, rendered the effort too 
hazardous, a8 the extent of the confla~ 
gration might have been increased. Al 
though the fixemen worked hard, and 
immense streams of water were played 
constantly, 0 perceptible check was 
made, and, within an hour and a helf 
the fine warehouse wes a heap of rains, 
the roof having fallen in and the walls 
crumbling into hundreds of pieces. 
he flames, which had enveloped the 
entire lot of cotton, in the spacious 
building, were not abated but rather 
seemed to gather impetus, as the walls 
caved, and the wind bad full play. The 
fire was fi st discovered bv mounted 
policeman Leach, whose attention was 
aitracted to a reflection on the wall of 
the opposite warehouse on Ovcange 
street. He immediately proceeded io 
the ep»t, and found there was fire 1n the 
warelouse, near the second iron door 
from Anon street, the light showing 
through an opening at the bottom, and 
causing the reflection on the opp site 
wall. te: ing to station 13 he sound. 
ed the alarm. The bottom of the door 
had been pried up, and thus a veatila- 
tion was given which fanned the flames 
and through this opening there is no 
doubt the incendiary’s torch was intro- 
duced. Aboutan hour and a half a 
vious to this the policeman on the beat 
reported to mounted Policeman Leach 
that me door of the owe a had ap- 
parently been tampered w but no 
roses Reema was to beseen, Ata 
quarter after eleyen o'clock, not quite 


ceived nothing wrong; there was bo 
ap ce or smell of tire. At twenty 
minutes to twelve, Policeman Leach 
again passing in the vicinity, discor- 
ered the fire and gave the » as 
stated. So it is evident that the place 
was set on fire, and by parties who 
were doubtless watching the move- 
ments of the police. The warehouse, 
which isa loss, was the property 
of the Savacnah Bank and Trust com- 
pany and cost between thir.y and forty 
thousand dollars. It was insured for 
twenty thousand dollars in several 
agencies represented by Messrs. Purse 
& Thomas. The premises were leased 
by Messrs. H M. Comer & Co., who 
had an sto four thousand bales of 
cotton, which had been consigned to 
them and belonged to different parties 
thro ghoat the stete. There were ta- 
cluded in the cotton stored fifte. n bales 
belonging to the Savannah Bank & 
Trust company. Messrs. Comer & Cv, 
had insurance on the cotton amounting 
to $220. 000 in diferent agencies. It was 
impossible at the time to ascertain 10 
what companies he insurance wes 
placed; but we learn the Southern Ma 
tual, represented by T. H. Harden & 
Co., had $10,000, and Major James 2. 
Siewart had $10,000 im the London and 
Lancashire. 


SUPREME COURT. 


Concluded From Second Page. 


The object of the complainant’s bill is 
to obtain a specific performance of the 
contract set forth therein on the part 
of the defendant, in accordance with its 
covenant and agreement, and the ques 
tion is, whether, by the existing law »f 
this siate, a judge of the superior court, 
acting as chancellor, can out of term 
lime apd in vacation, grant the relicf 
prayed for? The 249:b section of the 
code declares, that the judges of the 
superior courts cannot exercise any 
power out of term time, except the au- 
thority isexpressly granted. Weknow 
of no law which authorizes a judge of 
the superior court, acting as a chance:-. 
lor, to make a decree in vacation for 4 
specific performance of a contract, how. 
ever plain and undisputed the same 
may be, and ‘know of no decision or 
recedent in this state to that effec’. 
he judge, acting as chancellor, has au- 
thority to grant injunctions in vacation 
to prevent injury and injustice from 
being done, until the cause can 
be heard on its merits at the regular 
term of the court to which it is made 
returnable. It was insisted on the ar- 
gument here that the complainant di: 
not ask for any decree fora specific 
performance of the contract, but only 
asked for an order enjoining the defen«- 
ant from refusing to permit the com- 
plainant to enter its premises and take 
possession of tie machinery, and to 
remove it. The complainant was not 
entitled to that order, (which, for all 
practical purposes, would have been 4 
specific performance of the contract), 
until it had been shown, upon the finai 
hearing of the cause, that there had 
been a breach of that contract, and that 
the complainant was equitably entitled 
in view of the facis of thecase, to have 
it specifically performed by the defend- 
ant. It may be true that, from the com- 
plainant’s view of its own case, the cou~ 
tract should be ordered to be specifica!ly 
performed on motion before the judye 
acting as chancellor in vacation, but the 
defendant is entitied to be heard upon 
that question at aregular term of the 
court, as proyided by law, before any 
such order or decree shall be made, in- 
asmuch as. the defendant may then 
show, if it can do so, the contract to be 
unfair, Or ubjuat, or against good con 
ecience, a4 @ reason why it should 
not be specifically performed. CUvide 
3130. In the meantime it shall be the 
duty of the chancellor to see to it that 
the rights of the parties are protected, 
and especially is 1 the duty of this 
court in the exercise of its revisory 
powers to compel parties to perform 
their contracts in good faith according 
to the well established principles oi 
equity in ali cases like the one now 
before us,and to thatend we affirm 
the judgment of the chancellor in 
granting the injunction restraining the 
defendant from using the complain: 
ant’a machinery in its factory, but re- 
verse the terms and conditions on 
which that injuction was granted, and 
in view of the facts disclussd ia the 
record, the chancellor is directed to 
grant the following order in the case, 
instead of the one heretofore granted 
by him, without the condition of re- 
quiring bond and security of the com- 
piainant, (to-wit): “Let the writ of 
injunction issue in the penalty of fifty 
thousand dollars, restraining the de- 
fendant, its officers and agents from 
usivg the compiainant’s machinery iu 
its factory, as cet forth in tae compla:n- 
ant’s bill, until the further order of the 
court. But in the event the defendant 
shall enter into bond, with good and 
solvent security, to be approved by the 
chanceilor, in an amount equal to the 
sum of the purchase money agreed to 
be paid by the defendant for the mach- 
inery, including the amount of thelaw~ 
ful interest due thereon, conditioned 
to pay to the complainant the eventual 
condemnation money that may be de» 
creed against it on the final hearing of 
the cause, then said injunction to the 
dissolved.” 

Let the judgment below be affirmed 
with directions as herein indicated.
